IRISH-AMERICAN FUNDS.

HEARING OF EVIDENCE IN 
DUBLIN. 


The taking of evidence in connection with 
the disputed Irish-American funds began yes- 
terday in the Law Courts, Dublin Castle. 
These funds, it will be remembered, have 
been the subject of litigation in the American 
Courts, where claims have been laid to them 
on behalf of the Irish Free State Government, 
and also on behalf of Mr. de Valera and his 
associates. The money, which is estimated at 
£500,000, was raised by the sale of Irish 
Republican Bonds, and is at present lodged 
with the Harriman Trust Company and other 
banks in New York. 

Following an application in the Supreme 

of the United States of America, a 
commission was issued to the American Consul 
in Dublin to take the evidence of a number 
of prominent people. In the absence of the 
Consul from Dublin, the Vice-Consul presided 
at yesterday’s proceedings. Several lawyers, 

American and Irish, were present. The 
former included Mr. Callan, of New York, 
who represents the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment, and Mr. John F. Finerty, who is re- 
tained by Mr. de Valera. 


It is understood that the proceedings will

DERRY FACTORY TROUBLES.—Trouble 
is threatened in the Londonderry shirt and 
collar trade, as the operatives say that with 
the new rates of payment they are not. able 
to earn the minimum wage. Disputes in 
some of the factories have led to isolated 
strikes. The position is complicated by the 
fact that two trades unions—the Garment 
Workers and the Factory Workers’ Branch of 
the Amalgamated Society of Tailors and 
Tailoresses—are claiming the support of the 
operatives. At a meeting of the latter 
society, a speaker charged the Garment 
Workers’ Union with ‘‘ poaching,’’ and said 
that by precipitating a strike the cutters 
brought ruin on themselves, and did great 
harm to the industry. Many orders had 
been lost to cross-Channel firms and executed 
by members of the Garment Workers’ Union 
while their comrades in Londonderry were un- 


employed. 
ORKHOUSE MASTER DISMISSED.— 


Enniskillen Board of Guardians yesterday con-- 


sidered a letter received from the Northern

APPOINTMENTS. 


NO JUDICIAL FUNCTIONS.

The first liat of Peace Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Minister for Home Affairs 
within the last few days is printed below. 

“It will be recalled” (says a communiqué 
issued by the Irish Free State Government 
Publicity Department) ‘‘that Justices of the 
Peace in the British ig ina were deprived of 
all powers and duties by the Adaptation of 
Enactments Act last December. ince then 
only the District Justices, who replaced the 
old Resident Magistrates (and of whom there 
is only about one in every countd), have been 
available for the performance of the numerous 
duties, some judicial, some merely routine, 
formally carried out by Justices of the Peace. 
The result has been that, as the District 
Justige could not possibly do all this work 
over an entire county, a certain amount of 
ere: delay and disappointment took 


place. 

“This affected such things as the signing of 
declarations for old age pension purposes or 
the committal of a cfiminal arrested by the 
Civic Guard. In future the work of the 
District Justices will be. principally court 
work at regular hours, which will mean, in 
most cases, holding a court in different parts 
of the county every week day. 

DUTIES DEFINED. 

“The new Peace Commissioners, while cor- 
responding roughly to the Justices of the 
Peace, have no judicial functions. They will 
anybody, nor impose 
any penalty, nor h a court, nor renew 
liquor licences. These agtivities are reserved 
for the District Justices, who in each case is 
a trained lawyer, salaried, disinterested and 
not amenable to local pressure. 

“The District Justices (Temporary Pro- 
visions) Act lays down the duties of the Peace 
Commissioners in Section 4 They are 
authorised to sign summonses and warrants, 
administer oaths and take declarations and 
informations, commit dangerous lunatics and 
remand persons char with indictable 
offences to the District Justice's court. 

“In spite of the recent troubles, good 
citizens were everywhere found ready to per- 
form the troublesome but necessary duties of 
Peace Commissioners, without salary, without 
the dignity of appearing on the bench, or any 
incentive other than helping to maintain public 
order and convenience. The appointments 
hereby notified are only a proportion of those 
to be made. The fuil complement for the 
Saorstat will be about 2,000, or about 40 for 
every county. Great care has been taken by 
the Minister for Home Affairs in selecting men 
who will reflect credit on the position. 

NO OATH. 

“The appointments as Peace Commissioners 
are made on the grounds of competence and 
willingness to assist. The names already an- 
nounced are principally, but not exclusively, 
of men who have been prominent in the 
national movement. Clergymen have not been 
appointed nor have members of the vintners’ 
trade. Peace Commissioners do not take an 
oath to any person or Government: the 
merely sign a statement that they will do their 
duty ‘to the best of my ability and with 
ee, a á

Mr. Shanks dealt first with the movement 
to form af Adsociation of Chambérs of Com:

At the second meeting the constitntion of the 
Southern Association was passed unanimously, 


CUSTOMS BARRIER. 


“The official announcement at the end of 
February, that a Customs barrier drawn 
around the Free State would begin to operate 
on Ist April, came as a bolt from the blue 
to manufactn pe and merchants trading with 
Great Britain and the Northern counties: It 
was at once perceived that this abrupt pro- 
cedure and the shortness of the interval for 
preparation, and for the adjustment of trade 
arrangements to meet the emergency, me 
impose great inconvenience and actual hs 
ship; as well as loss of trade, on both im- 
porters and exporters at a time when extreme 
depression was everywhere in evidence. 

“IS was decided bv your Council that a 
deputation should wait on~the - Ministry of 
Finance, and present the case for a reasonable 
postponement of the measure. The deputa- 
tion was received, but failed in its effort. 
No attempt was maile to meet the facts and 
arguments put forward, and the decision of 
the Government was, declared to be irre- 
versible, The new! Customs system has been 
in’ existence about sevén weeks. The .Port 
of Dublin and cross-Channel ports are con- 

gested with a heavy accumulation of datiable 
ae other goods awaiting clearance, causing 
heavy loss and interruption of business.’ 

Another deputation, said Mr. Shanks, which 
waited on the Ministry of Commerce with re- 
gard to the proposal of the British Harbour 
Authorities to impose on imports-from the 
Free State the scale of dues payable on im- 

orts from other Dominions, had a more satis- 
iactory., reception. he Ministry took im- 
madiate steps, and the result was that an 
Order-in-Council perpetuating the “customary’”’ 
scale of dues was issued. The attitude of the 
Miristry on that occasion” encouraged the 
expectation that business interests would. re- 
ceive full consideration and prompt assistance 
when required. 

Dealing with railway charges, Mr. Shanks 
|. Said thatthe business community in the Free 
State regarded with envy tae substantial re- 
duction which “had been made*by the ‘British 
companies, and they were inclined to wonder 
to what extent their unrelieyed conditions 
‘in Ireland were due to the lack of enterprise 
and unwillingness to take moderace risxs, 
which characterised the Irish rai way execu- 
tives. 


PARALYSING COMBINATION. 


Ft i om the Eas conditions, Mr. 
Shanks ‘said :—“It might, safely be asserted 
that ‘never before has there been. such a 

ran sing combination of circumstances 

mpering to industrial: and commercial effort 
as that which has operated in this country 
for some years past, and still prevails. Paxa- 
tion almost on the level imposed by the great 
war continues. Very little information is 
afforded to taxpayers about expenditure. 
Lump sums aré set out in the estimates, and 
the term ‘supply services’ seems to cover 
a great variety of outgoings. 

“In Great Britain there is a Treasury De- 
partment which exercises drastic supervision 
of departmental expenditure, and we read of 
Parliamentary Committees on Estimates. So 
far as we know our responsible authorities in 
the Free State have not initiated any precau- 
tions of the kind. Expenditure appears to 
be practically in the discretion of the Execu- 
tive. 

“In. a recent speech in the Dail the 
Finance Minister is reported to have said that 
‘the cost of the defence of the people’s liberty 
is well ‘within our resources, and there is no 
danger of its crippling’ the 8 gps develop- 
ment of the country.’ While the re-estab- 
lishment of order at any price will command 
the approval of all right-minded citizens, 
they will refuse to believe that there is. any 
possibility of profitable development so long 
as the present revenue is extracted from their 
already half emptied pockets. 

“ People who have to make a living by 
their own efforts, pinched to pay a huge in- 
come tax, and indirect” taxation on many of 
the necessaries of life in a proportion unheard 
of prior to 1914, will not harbour the delu- 
sion that the present expenditure of the State 
is easily borne, nor will they. appreciate the 
attitude of mind which is undisturbed by the 
universal and urgent cry for some relief “from 
a heavier rate of taxation in our small coun- 
try than that which is crippling John. Bull. 

“This Chamber will not join in captious 
criticism of’ Government. finance, nor will it 
on the other hand neglect the duty of calling 
public attention to faults of administration. 
When under the old régime the British Chan- 
cellor of the Excheqner attempted to impose 
taxation which fell with special hardship on 
Treland, we were never slow to oppose the 
attempt, and frequently we succeeded. in our 
opposition. The taxpayers are entitled to 
claim from our new Government full ‘informa- 
tion as to where the money goes, and proof 
that strict economy is properly safeguarded. 


MUNICIPAL EXTRAVAGANCE,

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IC APTURES AND ARRESTS. 
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LARGE QUANTITY OF 
EXPLOSIVES, 


Some important arrests and captures were 
made in Dublin on Saturday and Tuesday 
last by members of the Criminal Investication 
Department.

LUNSEQUENCES, OF A BREAK CAUSING APPREHENSION. 


The following is th: text of the Note 
handed to Lord Curzon by AÍ. Krassin :— 

The Russian Government notes with satis- 
faction the fact that the British people has 
clearly revealed its will for the maintenance 
of peace, and the prevention of a break with 
Russia. Thus, the very fact of the extension 
Ot the time limit of the ultimatum gives 


ground, for hope that there is a possibility’ 


of reaching au “agreement, and of avoiding 
the consequences. of a break which would 
fyliow from the English memorandum. 

The consequences to the general peace which 
might arise from a break between England 
and Russis# are causing the Russian Govern- 
ment serious apprehensions. In such an 
event great danger would threaten the pre- 
servation of peace, and humanity would, as 
a result, be threatened with countless 
calamities. Serious damage would be done 
also to the equilibrium of political relations, 
which are already being disturbed by a num- 
ber of events, and a basis would be created 
for the aggressive aims of the militarist ele- 
ments in most countries, even independently 
of the will of the British Government. ; 

Not wishing to give anybody grounds for 
placing even in the smallest degree. any re- 
sponsibility for the possibility of such ‘results, 
even indirectly upon the Soviet Government, 
the latter is willing to make new concessions. 

In view of this— 

]—The Russian Government is ready, in 
the question of fishing in Northern waters, to 
conclude at once a convention with the British 
Government granting to English citizens the 
right of fishing outside the three-mile limit, 
pending the settling of this question in the 
shortest possible time, at an International 
Conierence, and to pay compensation for the 
Cases In point. 

2—The Russian Government is ready to pay 
compensation for the execution of Mr. Davi- 
son, and for the arrest. of the journalist, Mrs. 
Stunley Harding, with the reservation, how- 
ever, that this willingness in no way signifies

that the Russian Government, recognises that 
there was any. irregularity in the repressive 
measures it took against these spies, because 
their crimes have been proved definitely and 
by due legal process, and the repressive 
méasures against them were taken before *he 
conclusion of the Anglo-Russian trade agree- 
ment, in view of which ‘their claims can in 
no way be regarded as a condition for main- 
taining the agreement.

4—As to the claims of the British Govem- 


ment on the question of the observation of the 
conditions of the Anglo-Russian Trade Aygree- 
ment im the East, the Russian Government, 
again repelling the charge of having infringed 
the Agreement, does’ not see, as far as this 
question is concerued, any other possibility ol 
settling the -conflict and. preventing further 
recriminations, and of co-ordinating the differ- 
ing points of view and aims of England and 
Russia, except by a detailed discussion of 
them by specially» delegated representatives 
of both Governments. ‘The Russian Gevern- 
ment is quite ready to reiterate the undertak- 
ings given in the Anglo-Russian Trade Agree- 
ment of the 16th March, 1921, or to confirm 
them again in a special declaration, provided 
that a similar declaration is also made by 
Great Britain. It is. self-evident that if and 
when the British Government makes to the 
Russian Government friendly representations 
as to what it regards as infringements of the 
Trade Agreement by any agents or 
Officials of the Kussian Government 
the cases will be carefully investigated ‘and 
thé mecessary measures will be taken. This is, 
of edurse, on the basis of reciprocity. Should

ments, ‘the Russian Government is agreeable 
to delegate at once the People’s Commissary 
for Foreign Affairs, M. Tchitcherin, to meet 
the representatives.of the British Government.

Meanwhile, the report of any proposed 
fusion between this company and the Dublin 
and . South-Eastern Company is emphatically 
denied in authoritative quarters.

IRISH AND OTHER RACIAL 
STRUGGLES DEPLORED. 
| ROME, Wednesday. 

In his allocution at the Papal Consistory 
this morning, His. Holiness the Pope deplored 
the struggle still proceeding in various _parts 
of the world, especially in the Near East, Ire- 
land, the Ruhr, and Russia. 

‘Our paternal eyes, he said, ‘“see in the 
crowds of combatants some among the 
best of our children, for various reasous be- 
loved by this Holy Apostolic See. 

“We see the children of the Island of 
Sainis, Íreland, also the children of the 
Island of Angels, England; the Church’s first- 
born, France; and also the children of that 
Catholic Germany, who, in spite of her de- 
fection four cehturies ago, has always known, 
even during the terrible war or during her 
present tribulation, how to reward us with 
such studitus fervour ana such solid and 


‘jndustrious orgatiisation of Catholic life.” 


His Holiness added that he would continue 
to do everythmg possible to restore, peace. 

He mentioned, Aonoris causa. the Catholic 
ecclesiastics executed or imprisoned in Russia, 
and ‘extended his sympathy’ to orthodox 
ecclesiastics. —-( Renter.)

nothing. until” a ‘settlement is reached: 
As,. however, mention has been mage 
of ‘some concession’ by Greece, it is 
necessary to state that” a: rectification of the 
Thracian ‘frontier involving the cession of 
Karagatch to Turkey has been put forward, 
but not’ by the British, as one of the sugges- 
tions for a solution. The British hold that 
there should be either mutual renuncia- 
tion of ‘reparations, or the submission of both 
claims to arbitration, in other words the posi- 
tion when the Conference broke down on 
February ' 4.' The fate of the various sug- 
gestions now depends on’ the reply from 
Angora. 

In regard to subsidiary questions, the Turks 
are showing eagerness to dispose of them, and 
the progress. made in reference to an amnesty 
in Greece and Turkey at yesterday's discus- 
sion of the subject between M. Venizelos and 
Riza Nur, for example, was characterised by 
conciliation on both sides, ending in agree-

BRITISH ATTITUDE. 


ISMET PASHA’S REQUEST FOR 
INFORMATION.

LAUSANNE, Wednesday. 

Ismet Pasha last night asked Sir Horace 
Rumbold what would be the British attitude 
in the case of war between the Turks and the 
Greeks. 

Within the ‘last 24. hours the tension be- 
came so great at Labsanne over the Greek 
refusal to pay reparations to Turkey that the 
outbreak of war was foreshadowed before the 
end of the week. 

M. Verizelos has notified the Allied dele- 
gates that Turkey is concentrating troops on 
the Thracian front. He added that the 
Greek Government is reinforcing its army in 
Western Thrace. Concentration of the British 
naval forces on the Bosphorus is a result of 
warnings M. Venizelos conveyed to Sir Horace 
Rumbold on Saturday that Greece intended to 
march on Eastern Thrace and Constantinople 
‘unless released from the Reparations Treaty. 

A critical situation, which may embroil] all 
the Balkans, will grow out of M. Venizelos’s 
intention. to leave the Conference within a 
few days unless the Turks ive way. - 

The ‘blowing. up of all the: Maritza bridges 
by the Turks to -preventea Greek advance was 
officially telegraphed to the Turkish delegation 
yesterday by the Angora Government.

BRITISH-ITALIAN RELIEF 
PROPOSALS REJECTED.

PARIS, Wednesday. 

By the casting .vote which M. Barthou 
exercised in virtue oí his right as President, 
the Reparations Commission this evening re- 
jected the Italian and British plan to suspend 
the reparations lien on certain Hungarian 
revenues in order to permit the Budapest 
Government to raise foreign loans. Such 
loans, it. will be remembered were ‘to have 
been negotiated and supervised by the Finance 
Committee of the League of Nations. 

The proposals supported by the French re- 
presentative, and the representatives. of the 
Secession States were adopted also by the cast- 
ing volé of the President. They omit all 
reference to the League of Nations, and pro 
vide for a special mission -being sent to Hun- 
gary at once to examine the financial and 
economic situation of the country, and make 
it incumbent on Hungary to devote a part 
of anv loan to the payment of reparations. 

In British circles interested in the rehabili- 
tation of Hungary’s finances, the greatest dis- 
appointment is felt at the degision taken by 
the Commission.

AMERICA'S TRADE. 


FIRST ADVERSE BALANCE 
SINCE 1914. 

i business world received 
without alarm the dramatic announcement 
that the foreign trade returns for March 
showed a balance against the United States 
for the first time since 1914, but the radical 
change in the position aroused much com- 
ment, and was responsible for some uneasiness 
by intréducing a new note of uncertainty. 

The majority of financial critics take the 
view that an excess of imports injures nobody, 
reflecting as it does the prosperous state 
which permits the American market to absorb 
foreign goods, despite record domestic pro- 
duction and high tariff barriers, and at the 
same time aids: world recovery ‘by providing 
a’ profitable market. It was inevitable that 
America’s era of war commerce would end the 
process hastened by raising prices here to a 
most attractive level. From the American 
point of view the .danger lies in the 
prospect that such a price level, combined 
with what is termed an oppressive system of 
taxation, will destroy American international 
competitive power. . - 

Exports ‘(says the Financial Correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph in New York) are 
still healthy. the volume of figures for March 
showing an increase of $11,000,000 over March, 
1922: but the volume has been decreasing for 
months, indicating that foreign buyers are 
sumplying their needs, wherever possible, 
from countries other than the United States. 
If America must lower *her production costs 
in order to’ compete abroad, the task will he 
dificult, and, perhaps, achieved only 
after a painful change ,. in economic 
conditions. There , ate already some 
evidences, however, that such a change is im- 
pending. and it is the fgar that the movement 
will gather momentum which is partly re- 
sponsible for the steady decline in the past 
few weeks in stock-market prices. 5 

American industry is still occupied at about 
85 per cent. capacity with orders placed in 
the early spring rush, but everywhere it is 
apparent new orders are diminishing in antici- 
pation of a break in prices. In the building 
trades, particularly material and labour, costs 
have mounted to a noint where contractors re- 
fuse'to proceed, and many great building pro- 
jects have been postponed, and bankers are 
geriously discussing withholding further loans. 
In. the textile industry the mills are curtailing 
output, and the general public are taking a 
hand by instituting boycotts of many of the 
highest-priced commodities.

' LOUNDON, Wednesday. 

Though “ several important Ministerial 
posts were to-day definitely allocated to their 
“recent ‘holders, ‘the most interesting ‘part: of 
the work of ‘reconstruction has yet.to be com- 
pleted. The attitude of Mr, Austen Cham- 
berlain and Sir Robert Horne remains a súb- 
ject of speculation. 

[Speaking at Glasgow last night, Sir Robert 
Horne said’: *‘ For a time, at least, I have 
turned my back on any prospect of any office 
in any Ministry.’’] 

‘The one important development in Cabinet- 
making to-day was Lord Curzon’s acceptance 
of the Prime Minister’s invitation to continue 
as Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 

‘Unt! to-day there was serious reason to 
doubt whether Lord Curzon would desire to 
hold office in the new Government. His 
willingness to serve under Mr. Baldwin has 
given “much satisfaction’ in Conservative 
circles, first, because there existed a genuine 
desire to retain one who is generally recog- 
nised as a statesman of conspicuous ability, 
and, second, because his iriclasion in the 
Ministry provides a happy’ ending to: a 
momentary rivalry. : 

Other members of Mr. 
ministration who will continue 
posts are :— 

Tue Earn or Dersy: Secretary of State 
for War; 
Sm Samuet Hoare: Secretary of State 
for Ait; and 
Coronet Leste Witson : Chief Whip. 
The extent to which changes will be made in 
the big offices: will be determined by the 
attitude of Mr. ‘Austen Chamberlain and Sir 
Robert Horne, neither of whom has yet re- 
turned to London. Both are expected to arrive 
to-morrow, and all appointments will probably 
be completed on Friday in ample time to give 
the Prime Minister a well-earned week-end’s 
rest at Chequers. 

Upon the inclusion of Mr. Chamberlain and 
Sir Robert .Horne depends something more 
than the return to the Treasury Bench of two 
interesting personalities. Party unity and 
Government stability are involved, . 

Mr. Bonar Law’s Government undoubtedly 
suffered, not merely in debating’ strength, but 
in party discipline, because of the aloofness of 
the ex-Ministers. 

Mr. Baldwin's Government will gain ap- 
preciably in personnel if Mr. Chamberlain and 
Sir Robert Horne can ‘be persuaded to come 
in. It can also reckon on a longer life than 
the last-Government ever could. 

The Gevernment’s majority, though not ex- 
cessive, is good enough for normal  Parha- 
mentary warfaré, provided that the Party is 
supported by a sense of loyalty and umity. 

These considerations indicate, the import- 
ance of the Prime Minister's tactics in making 
a supreme effort to end the party differences. 

In Conservative ‘quarters yesterday, Mr. 
Llovd George’s speech was welcomed as a use- 
ful contribution to the cause of Conservative 
unity. Conservatives find it hard to follow 
Mr. Lloyd George’s reasonings, when he sug- 
gests *that the departure of Mr. Bonar Law 
relieves National Liberals of their pledges to 
support the Conservative Government, but 
they make the point that the speech does 
definitely free the Conséryative ex-Ministers 
from any obligation to Mr. Lloyd George. 

This they consider all to the good .in the 
present situation. It is expected that Mr. 
Chamberlain will be offered the office of Lord 
Privy Seal, with the deputy leadership of the 
Commons, and Sir Robert Horne the post of 
Chancellor to the Exchequer. Some . poli- 
ticians think that if Mr’ Chamberlain were 
disposed to. enter the Government he would 
prefer the Colonial Secretaryship, an office of 
great importgmee at present, in view ot the 
coming linperial Conference. 

Lord Robert Ceci) was one of the callers at 
Downing street to-day. So far he has not 
been offered an appointment, but it would 
not be surprising if an offer were made to 
him of one of the non-departmental offices, 
such as Chancellor of the Duchy, in which he 
could assume charge of questions relating to 
the League of Nations. 

Lord Rabert had a long talk with Mr. Bald- 
win, who has more enthusiasm for the League 
than many of his Conservative colleagues.

REPARATIONS FINANCE. 
PAYMENTS AND ALLOCATION. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

The Reparations Commission has decided to 
publish its accounts twice yearly. ! 

Tables showing the total sums received by 
the Commission up to December ól, 1922, 
in virtué of the Treaty of Versailles, and the 
allocation of these sums between the Allied 
Powers, have just, been issued. These docu- 
ments show that at.the end of last year the 
sums which Germany had thus been credited 
on account of reparations amount, in round 
figures, to eight milltards of gold marks. 

The. following shows in, gold marks the 
amounts received by the. Reparations Com- 
mission up to December 31. 1922 :— | 

Specie, 1,878,515,000; deliveries in kind, 
3,495,006,000; cession of State _ properties,

Of this total, a sum oí 5,184,257,000 was

NO SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 

BRUSSELS, Wednesday. 

According to information received from the 
Ministry of Railways, the strike situation 
here shows no sign of improvement, and the 
tendency is for it to become more serious. 
The newspapers state. that there are at present 
20,000 strikers out and that 40,000 trucks are 
“held up" on the Belgian railways and in 
the Ruhr Basin.

THE POSITION AT CELBRIDGE. 


At the fortnightly beg of the North 
Dublin Rural District Council yesterday, Mr. 
Patrick -Connolly (Chairman) presiding, a 
letter was read from the manager of the 
Munster and Leinster’ Bank, stating that his 
directors had agreed to sanction the £7,000 
loan at 44 per cent,, repayable by instalments 
within fifteen years.

GUARDIANS ABOLISHED, 

The Minister for Local Government wrote, 
stating that under the scheme of amalgamation 
of unions for County Kildare the Guardians of 
the poor of. the Celbridge Union had been 
abolished, and it was, therefore, necessary to 
make arfangements for the administration of 
the Poor Law in the portion of Celbridge 
Union which extended into County Dublin, 
or the Celbridge No. 2 Rural District. For 
this purpose the Ministry had given instruc- 
tions for.the preparation- of an order trans- 
ferring that area to the Dublin Union, and

«a MERE MANCELUVRE., 

Commenting editorially upon the Bolshevist 
Note which was delivered.to Lord Curzon 
yesterday, The Yimes remarks :—The Note is 
nothing more than a mancuvre designed under 
a show of conciliatory words to transform the 
present couflict into an opportunity for 
further and closer association with the British 
Government. On every essential point the 
Bolshevists propose a conference. They re- 
pudiate the charges of propaganda in the 
East, and urge that the dispute should be 
settled in some general discussion. In so 
doing they disavow ‘Krassin as a plenipo 
tentiary, and propose that Tchitcherin should 
be sent—whether as a plenipotentiary or not 
they do not say; but Western countries have 
had sufficient experience of the Soviet Go- 
vernment to realise that no Bolsheviat repre- 
serttative is a plenipotentiary in any accepted 
Sense. In fact, as Mr. Ronald M'Néill 
declared : ‘‘ We are sick of conferences “with 
the Bolshevists. Their futility was demon- 
strated last year at Genoa and The Hague. 

What is demanded now is unequivocal satis- 
faction in regard to all the points set forth 
in Lord Curzon’s Note. Trade with. Russia 
can be carried on hest, as the United States 
have shown and as not a few Englishmen 
have proyed, apart from any. trade agreement 
and anv +Bolshevist delegation. There should 
be no illusions on this subject. The British

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES: 

Sir.—Emerging at. .from the period of 
destruction, both

effort. As regards the Government’s ‘task, 
the old axiom that adniinistration ‘is more 
important than legislation - stil!’ holds good. 
Laws are, of course, merely the preliminary 
formal sanction of action, whereas administra- © 
tion is the action itselt, which may 
be quite feeble and unintelligent even under 
perfect Jaws. Livy has, mdeed,. noted some- 
where that, as States grow feebler, the laws 
are multiplied. Happily our new Irish Govern- 
ment hen the energy oí youth, and it 
has ad, moreover,. the” unique good 
fortune. to inherit . authority over % 
section of the finest. Civil. Service ' in 
the whole of Europe—a national. asset 
of tnestimable value. The -bulk of the 
people, having been lately preoccupied with. 
heated constitutional discussion of an unreal, 
or at least inconclusive; kind, may, perhaps; 
be giving insufficient thought to these really 
essential matters. We mav now all reason- 
ably expect that the Governmént. will . not 
only maintain at its previous level of efficiency 
"the ‘first-class administrative thachinery oí 
which it disposes, but even, bringing new 
ideas to the task, simplify and improve -iis 
working Jn many ways. _ , i 

With other, and possibly more needed, ve- 
forms in connection with the public services, 
may I suggest that the anomaly which con- 
sists of deducting income iax from official 
salaries might well and easily be abolished? 
Primitively, State officialdom was, merely, an 
extension of Court domesticity, and there were 
no “fixed salaries, remuneration . consisting 
chiefly ‘of fees, “ backsheesh “” or perquisites. 
Regular salaries were invented later on, for 
the sake of cheapness and method, to replace 
all that, and the scale of salaries carne.to be 
determined by the respective requirements of 
eligible classes of candidates for public service. 
This remains to-day the sole consideration, 
the State paying just what it deems adequate 
to ensure the proper recruiting and mainten- 
ance of its varions services.” The: introduction 
of income tax in the early part of last century 
complicated the question, since, owing to 
either misplaced zeal on the part of the Trea- 
sury or some other insufficient. reason, officia!]

What now is the result? The Budget is 
fictitiously inflated, on both the expendiiure 
and revenue sides, by a large sum of money 
which the State in reality neither spends nor 
collects, and which is supposed to represent 
an equal and" simultaneous payment by the 
State to the ‘officials and back again “by the 
officials to the State, under the rubrits 
‘“‘salaries’’ on the one. side: and ‘income 
iax.” on the other. Lhis:is merély a “ book 
account.” recording a simulated transfer of 
money from the State’s right-hand pocket to 
its left-hand pocket. It is manifestly meaning- 
less. Furthermore, a carefully elaborated 
scale of official salaries, based - exclusively on 
the requirements of the public service, is 
vitiated and quite. thrown out of reckoning 
by a variable percentage of diminution, im- 

ossible to calculate one vear in advance and 
Levine nothing to do with. the value oí the 
services rendered. This is both disconcerting 
and unnécessarv, and, in both these respects, 
the case of income tax is unique. 

The adoption of a scale of salaries net of 
income tax would make the public service 
more attractive, at the same price—many 
English banks and other. large private con- 
cerns have already verified this general fact 
and acted upon it in the ease of their own 
stafis—and it would, moreover, purify the 
Budget, and appreciably economise the work 
of the Treasury. It would be all sheer gain.—

‘REVIVAL ” MISSIONS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Srtr,—The Dean of Connor's speech: at the 
General Synod, reported in your issue of the 
17th inst., is liable to give Dublin le the 
impression that revival’ missions im Belfast 
have been conducted in opposition to the 
Churches. While he admitted that they had 
done a considerable amount of good, he said 
that he did not think they tended to’ promote 
a deeper feeling of loyalty to the Church. On 
the contrary, , believed that some young 
converts (parties of whom he had seen singing 
hymns and preaching at street corners) thought 
themselves wiser than the Church to which 
they were supposed to belong. i 

As a member oí the Church of Ireland, 1b 
was my privilege to assist- 
one of the largest of those missions, and, next 
to the evangelist’s appeals for loyalty to 
Christ, nothing impressed me more than his 
earnest appeals. night aiter night, for lovalty 
on the part of his converts to their Churches. 
To prevent proselytising, only fully accredited 
Church members were admitted to the inquiry 
rooms as workers, and cards were provided on 
which the name, address and church connec- 
tion of every convert was taken note of. 
Lists of names and other particulars. regarding 
the converts were compiled from those. cards 
and sent to their clergy, who were requested 
to visit those members of their flocks and give 
them any spiritual help they needed. . . . 

Revival converts have proved themselves 
most loyal to the Church in parishes where 
they found their clergy sympathetic. In the 
parish to which I belong there are 150 young 
people who experienced conversion at recent 
missions. and are characterised by their loyalty 
to the Church and their eagerness to assist in 
every branch of parochial, work. Some are 
engaged in Sunday school work and others as 
sustentation. collectors and mission hall 
workers. . 

The Dean advocated that the Church should 
conduct its own missions on Church hnes, that 
the young people not only might be led to 
Christ, but might attach themselves more to 
the Church. I do not think that the missions 
which he criticised could possibly have done 
more to promote a deeper feeling of loyalty to 
the Church unless they had placed it ‘before 
loyalty to Christ. I can assure the Sonthern 
readers of your widely circuldted paper that 
the missions referred to were not espdeciel in 
opposition to the Church, and that the wave 
of revival passing. over Ulster has given new 
life to churches where the clergy lave been 
willing to participate in the blessing.—Yours, 
etc., “ LOYAL CHUARCHMAN:

Therefore, let me advise people to come and

‘ODUFFY.  . 
HIS AMERICAN 
EXPERIENCES. 


. Mesterday afternoon General O'Duffy, the 
Chief. Commissioner oí the Civic Guard, who 
has-returned from a visit to the United States, 
addressed a parade of 2,500 of the officers and 
men at the Dépót. in Phenix Park. 


little pride in the fact that their department 
was the first department of the State to receive 
international recognition. He felt verv proud 
when he entered a conference oí five hundred 
police: chiefs from.all parts of the world to sée 
the Tricolour hanging over the President’s 
chair. He congratulated the Deputy Commis- 
sidner, -staff officers. and the wank: and file on 
the admirable work that they had done during 
his absence: As regards his visit to New 
York, he thought that he could sav without 
contradiction that the' reception that he had 
hréceived ras unprecedented, both fiom the 
New York police. 75 per cení. of whom were 
Irish, and from thé Admiralty and the mili- 
‘ary gathorities there. Privileges had been 
conierréd on him which had not been granted 
to others. He had had the privilege of being 
conveted in a destroyer from New York to 
West Point, which was the militery head- 
quarters. He had beén received by the Mayor 
of New York’ and the Archbishop of New 
York, and by mariw different organisations 
without distinction of creed orclass. He had 
accepted these courtesies not as personal 
tributes, but as honours conferred upon the 
‘body of which he had the privilege and honour 
of being chief. . 

A Mr. Walter Scott, a Scotsman, who pre- 
sented good conduct-medals to the New York 
police, on hearing of the Civic Guard, had, 
through the Deputy Commissioner of the New 
York police, handed him a medal,» valued at 
£50, to be given ov him to the member of the 
‘Civic “Guard whom he ‘considered had per- 
‘formed .the greatest act of heroism and 
chivalty in the discharge of his duty:- That 
medal would. be given each vear without dis- 
tinction of rank or clase. Mr. Scott had pre- 
sénted him: with a bond for £1,600 in order 
that this award might be made in perpetuity. 
General O'Dhuffv werlt cn to describe his de- 
parture. and éaid that when leaving the United 
States the tréffic in New York Citv-was® sus- 
pended from his: hotel: to the landing stage 
while he and his escort of fifty motor cars 
were passing to the steamer. One thousand 
members of the New York police force were 
lined. up along the route, and with ‘officers of 
the Army and Navy and the heads of repre- 
sentative. bodies saw him off at the dock. 
When he had boarded the Adriatic he was 
surprised to fiid that a boat had been 
qhartered by the police and military to accom- 
pany him seventy miles out to sea. 
| AMERICANS AND IRELAND. - 

The Inspector-General, continuing, said that 
he had been rised on his. arrival in New 
York to learn that they knew very little about 
the Civic Guard. Until he told them they did 
not know the state of affairs here, and that 
there were 550 Civic Guard stations spread all 
over the country, and that in places like Cork 
City thefe were two justices in session on six 
davs of the, week, The imptession that had 
previous|y ohtained in the United States was 
that this country was in a very lawless condi- 
tion. ‘‘I tald them.” said General 0’ Duffy, 
“the type of men that we had in the Civic 
Guard, what was the system of recruiting and 
the methods of promotion; and also that 75 
per cent. of the men were total abstainers.’’ 
In America, he continued, the best men in the 
police were Irish. The chief of the New York 

lice, Captain Enright, eame from Bally- 
union, and the chiets of police at Chicago 
and Boston were also Irish; so that a 
great deal would be expected from the 
Civic: Guard. He had come into contact 
with chiefs of police for Spain, Chile, Canada, 
Japan, China, Itdiv, who vied in honouring 
him as chief of the. Jrish police. The chiefs of 
police of Japan and Honduras had expressed 
the hope of visiting Ireland. In a couple 
df ‘years ther hoped to have the international 
Police Conference in Ireland, and they trusted 
also that the Civio Guard would justify the 
confidence’ reposed in them by the police 
chiefs of the world. The Civic Gaard took 
particular pains to keep undesifablkes out of 
their ranks. 
” iter reviewing the police schemes of 
different parts of the world, Genera] O’ Duffy 
said :—‘‘T have come io the conclusion that 
we in. this country have not very much to 
learn from outsiders.”’ 1 

GENERAL O'DUFFY INTERVIEWED. 

Yesterday General O'Duffy gave an inter- 
| View in which ‘he made many interesting re- 
ferences to his visit to the United States. He 
mentioned that he had visited Mr. John 
Devoy, the veteran Fenian leader, who was 
an ardent sapporter of the home Government. 
In public, the Genera! said, he was féted 
and .honoured wherever he went. The Ameri- 
can Press were eager to learn facts concerning 
this country, and Wal! Street keenly. inquired 
as to finarice and “trade, and expressed grati- 
fication on learning that the country was 
efhciently policed and that law and order 
were .established in the land. 

Genera] O’Dnuffy said that there were 550 
delegates at. the International Police Confer- 
ence, but that the Civic Guard was the only 
unarmed force that: was represented. He 
said that. he convinced the Conference of 
the wisdom of the establishment of this un- 
armed force ky the conditions which now 
obtain in the Saorstat.

DEATH.

He died on Tuesday evening. 

Mr. M. A. Corrigan. State SoOilci.o! who 
represented the authorities, said that the father 
of the deceased man was informed of ‘his son a 
death, but. had not arrived for the inquest, and 
there was no one to identify the body. 
Furthermore, those who could give any in- 
formation as to how this man re eived his 
wounds were on duty in and around Dunda. 
and there was not sufficient time to get them 
there. 

The Coroner (Dr. Louis Byrne) said that he 
took it that this man was wounded in the 
course of military operations. 

Mr. Corrigan replied that he knew n 
about it, except that the man was brought to 
hospital and died there. He would like te 
have an opportunity of bringing witnesses 
from Dundalk. 

The Coroner and jury having decided to 
hear the medical evidence, 

Dr. J. W. O’Brien, St. Bricin’s Hospital, 
said that Quinn was admitted on the 271] 
April under military escort. Ha was sufferin;:

MOABITE’S SUCCESS IN 
ROYAL STANDARD STAKES.

MANCHESTER, Wednesday Night. 

it was, on the whole, a very unsatisfactory 
day’s racing here this afternoon, for its 
quality was moderate and the results were, in 
most cases, very exasperating. The first race, 
the ‘Stamford Three-Year-Old Handicap, was 
notable for the complete failure of the Irish 
colt Rath Duth. After his very prominent 
display at Kempton behind Deflation he was, 
naturally, favourite, and still more sup 
came for him when it was seen that Donoghue 
had the mount. 

“The start was not exactly one of Mr. 
Allison’s best efforts, for the ultimate winner, 
the outsider King of Clubs, was well into his 
stride when the tapes went up, and retained 
the advantage to win in a canter by four 
lengths. Although Rath Duth was well away 
he was soon lagging behind, and was badly 
placed at all stages of the race. He never 
showed with a winning chance, and finished 
in the ruck. A very different display was 
expected from this colt, and his supporters 
were badly let down. : 

Ulula was supposed to have gone to Lime- 
rick Junction, but he appeared ties: and ran 
for the Mark Price Welter Handicap in the 
name and colours of Lady Torrington, with 
Donoghue in the saddle. He was always a 
very strong favourite, but he was well beaten 
by the outsider of the five runners, Red Rock, 
owned by Mr. Ramsden, one of the directors 
of the course. Red Rock came into the 
straight with the lead, and though he was 
hotly pursued from the distance by Ulula, 
Donoghue never looked like catching him, and 
he won easily by four lengths from Ulula, 
with Celtic Mist, on whom Joe Canty had the 
mount, third. 

MINORITY’S 20 TO 1 CHANCE. 

It was Joe Canty that put the finishing 
touches to the end of a very imperfect day by 
winning the last race, the Whitsuntide 
Two-Year-Old Stakes on the 20 to 1 
chance, Minority. There were only 
five runners, and Mansouriyah, Ali- 
mony, and Mosaic were all well backed. The 
other pair were the property of Mr. C. F. 
Kenyon, and Minority carried the second 
colours. 

For a favourite Mansouriyah ran wretchedly, 
and finished away in the rear. Alimony made 
most of the running, with the King’s Mosaic 
in close attendance. But at the distance 
Canty, on Minority, swooped down on them, 
and riding a very strong finish, landed his 
mount a clever winner. 

SPLENDID JAY’S FAILURE. 

It was a gloomy morning, but the sun came 
out in the afternoon, and the conditions 
were, on the whole, pleasant. The only 
betting of importance was over the valuable 
Royal Standard Stakes, the chief event of the 
day. Here Lord Astor's Splendid Jay 
opened favourite, but the news got round 
that she had just gone amiss, and he steadily 
drifted out in the market, while Portsoy came 
to the position of first favourite. 

It was a remarkable race, for Heliaster made 
the running until the turn into the straight, 
where he ran so wide as to land himself on 
the other side of the course. Smirke got him 
straightened, and a quarter of a mile from 
home he had him again in front. The effort, 
however, was too much for the colt, and he 
was passed at the distance by Lord Derby's 
Moabite, who went on to win easily by three 
lengths from Dunean Gray. 

Splendid Jay was lying second at the dis- 
tance, where she began to weaken. She came 
again, however, but could get no nearer than 
fourth. Shrove ran much below expectations, 
and Duncan Gray finished like a non-stayer.
